Craven, of Lexintgon, tried In 
the Bourbon County Court Wednes- 
day on a charge of lunacy, was order- 
ed taken to the Lexington Asylum. 
Craven has been confined in the county 
jail since July court, where he was be- 
ing held to await the action of the' 
November grand jury, on a charge of, 
appropriating and disposing of the , 
property of another for his own bene- 
fit. Craven, it is alleged, in company ; 
with Jack Cooper, hired (a horse and 
buggy from the firm of Rickey & Wil- 
I son, of Lexington, coming to Paris on 
county court day where they disposed 
of the horse and buggy to Forrest 
Thomas receiving in exchange the 
sum of $50 and another horse. The 
day following Mr. Wilson came to 
Paris in search of his property, finding 
it in possession of Mr. Thomas, and 
warrants were sworn out for the ar-i 
rest of Cooper and Craven. Cooper 
was taken to custody at “Lexington 
and Craven was captured a few days 
later at Wincheater, and both were 
brought to this city wher* 1 examining 
trials were held, resulting in both be- 
ing held to the November term of court 
under bond which they were unable to 
give, and were remandedito jail. Since 
Craven has been confined in the Pari« 
jail his wife and child died and it is 
believed that brooding over this and in 
connection with his other trouble his 
mental faculties became impaired 
with the result that after the intro- 
duction of the testimony of attending 
physicians in regard to his mental 
condition he was ordered taken to the 
asylum by* Judge Denis Dundon.

State Fair Exhibit Promises to Surpass 
All Previous Efforts.

A tobacco exhibit surpassing any- 
thing of the kind ever seen in America 
is promised for the Kentucky State 
Fair of 1910 which will be held in 
Louisville the week of September 12. 
Wm. Addams, of Cynthiana, will be the 
member in charge of the exhibit. F. 
P. Sebree, of Carrollton, is superin- 
tendent, with an associate in E. S. 
Rees, of Louisville. The latter has 
been actively engaged for several 
weeits in the collection of the exhibit, 
and an especially interesting display 
is promised from the dark tobacco 
district. Present indications point to 
an average Kentucky crop, and ad- 
vices received from those in charge of 
the work Indicate that the individual 
samples put on exhibition will be of 
unusual worth and the volume of ex- 
hibits will be the greatest in fair his- 
tory. 

In the Burley types exhibits will be 
made of the crops of both 1909 and 
1910. Red Leaf, Bright Leaf, Cigar- 
ette Wrapper and Bright Trash types 
will be shown in each year’s class, 
with premiums aggregating $35 hung 
up in each instance. Similar premi- 
ums are offered for the dark type ex- 
hibits, entries being confined to the 
crop of 1910. The following types are 
listed for prizes: Austrian Leaf, Black 
Wrapper, Long or African Leaf, French 
Leaf, Italian Leaf, Green River Leaf 
and Stemming Leaf. In addition to 
the prizes mentioned, valuable sweep- 
stake premiums are offered in all three 
classes. . 

The official sanction of Kentucky to 
the tobacco exhibit is illustrated in 
the donation of $100 by Commissioner 
of Agriculture M. C. Rankin. This 
money is distributed through premi- 
ums. Every grower in Kentucky is in- 
vited to compete for one or more of 
the premiums, and each will be sup- 
plied with whatever information is de- 
sired upon communication with either 
the superintendent in charge or the 
secretary of the State Fair.

Decrease in Imports and Exports 

The increasing share of the manu- 
fasturns'of the'eountry in its ff )re»gn 
t ade is illustiatea by the detailed 
statement regarding the imports and 
experts by great groups during the 
fiscal year 1910, issued by the Bureau 
cf Statistics of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor. these figures 
show increased importations cf manu- 
facturers’ materials, increased expor- 
tations of manufactures, and a decline 
in both imports and exports cf food- 
stuffs. 

The value of imported manufac- 
tures’ materials including in this 
term both crude and partly manufac- 
tured, amounted to 856 million dollars 
in the fiscal year just ended, against 
673 mllioa one year ago, 10 million 
ten years ago and 287£ million twenty 
years ago. The exports of manufac- 
tures including botn these ready for 
consumption and those for further use 
in manufacturing, aggreagted 768 mil- 
lion dollars in the fiscal year 1910, 
against-671 million one year ago, 485 
million ten years ago and 179 million 
twenty years ago* 

Thus imports of manufacturers’ 
materials in 1910 were larger than 
ever before and were 109 per cent 
greater than a decade ago and 198 per 
cent great; r than two decades ago. 
Manufactures exports in 1910 show 
also a larger total than ever before, 
and were 6 per cent greater than in 
1900 and 329 per cent greater than in 
1890. 

The fallng off in the exports of food- 
stuffs, due to larger consumption by 
our own people, is again illustrated in 
the figures of 1910, which show the 
total value of foodstuffs exported as 
but 369 million dollars, against 438 
million in 1909 and 545 million in 1900, 
despite the fact that prices and there- 
fore export valuations were in 1910 
higher than those of 1900. 

Manufacturers’ matreials imported 
while showing higher prices in many 
instances show also advances in quani- 
ties, the quantity of india lubber in 
1910 being 101 million ipounds against 
49 million in 1900. Hides and skins 
b08 2-3 million pounds against 346 mil- 
lion in 1900. pig tin 101 million pounds 
against 7u million in 1900 and wool 
256J million pounds in 1910, against 
156 million in 1S00.

Increase In Export Tobacco. 

The exports of tobacco for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1910, aomunting 
to $33,000,000, break all previous 
records. Last yea” the exports 
amounted to only $30,900,000. 

The increase in the exports has been 
limited largely to tobacco which is 
grown in the states of Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Ken- 
tucky, and which is shipped in hogs- 
heads. The advance in seed leaf to- 
bacco coming from the States of Wis- 
consin, Connecticut anu New York 
has not been quite so large. 

Recently the government of Portu- 
gal and Italy have made contracts for 
large qant'ties of this hogshead tobac- 
co. The exports to these countries 
have been growing every year and 
have now come up to a very high 
level. The exports of cigar leaf to- 
bacco to Germany, however are at the 
present, time not quite so large for the 
reason that the duty has been raised 
40 per cent ad valorem. Ab showing 
the advance this year over 1910 it is 
intereting to note that Jin May, 1910, 
over 23,099,000 pound of leaf, stem 
and trimming valued at about $2,585.- 
000, ere exported, whiieiin May, 1909, 
only 16,426,569 pounds valued at $1,- 
803,381, were shipped to foreign coun- 
tries. 



Bryan’s Candidate Quits ^Race. 

W. H. Patrick has announced his 
withdrawal from the race for the Ne- 
braska gubernatorial nomination of 
the Democratic party. Patrick is an 
advocate of county option and has 
been supposed to have the backing of 
William J. Bryan. Richard L. Met- 
calfe, director of Bryan’s paper, is 
supporting Governor Shallenberger for 
renomination. This, in connection with 
the withdrawal of Patrick, Jis believed 
to indicate that Bryan intends to come 
out in favor of the present Governor.
